Areas below 100 square kilometres have 
been calculated to two decimal places, areas 
from 100 to 999 square kilometres to one decimal 
place, and areas of 1,000 or more square 
kilometres to the nearest whole number. 


ITEM 2, This item shows the estimated 
population of each local government area in 
Victoria at 30 June 1979, Except where the 


local government area in question has undergone 
a boundary change between 1 July 1976 and 30 
June 1979, the figures shown can be directly
